Equity Gets 
Record Claim 


Dorothy Knapp Asks $54,- 
800 as Result of “Fior- 
etta”” Dismissal 


NEW YORK, May 6.—Equity received 
a record claim for arbitration last week 
when Dorothy Knapp, featured Ear! Car- 
roll beauty, asked damages of $54,800 
from that producer as result of her 
dismissal from Fioretta, at the Earl Car- 
roll Theater. Of this amount, $4,800 rep- 
resents a claim for salary due on a run- 
of the play contract, while $50,000 ‘s 
for damages alleged to have been done 
to her reputation by being let out of the 
show. 

It was no secret slong Broadway that 
for some time prior to her dismissal there 
had been a rupture between Carroll and 
his backers over the prominent part held 
by Miss Knapp. A featured Vanities 
beauty, she had assumed her first prom- 
inent part in Fioretta, in which she 
played the ingenue lead. Two weeks 
ago she left the cast and was replaced 
by Patti Harrold. 

In her claim Miss Knapp states that 
she signed a run-of-the-play contract 
calling for her appearance in the title 
role of Fioretta at a salary of $1,000 a 
week. Later salaries were cut and Miss 
Knapp says she accepted a salary of 
$800. Inasmuch as the contract called 
for ber remaining with the production 
up to June 1, she asks six weeks’ salary 
at $800 a week, the time elapsing be- 
tween the time she retired from the 
cast and the expiration of her contract 
She had played 15 weeks to April 20 

The claim of damages to her reputa-

May —Harry Reiners 
and E. A. Vinson, who resigned last week 
from Loew's Press and Publicity Depart- 
meni, have decided to couple their fates 
in the show business. They have had 
incorporation papers drawn up for the 
formation of a concern which will dea! 
solely with the publicity and exploita- 
tion of box-office attractions Thet: 
enterprise will be known as Vinson & 
Reiners, Inc., and will occupy offices on 
the fourth floor in the Bond Building, 
the suite formerly tenanted by General 
Pisano, independent agent. 


Altho they were still affiliated with 
the Loew press office last week, Reiners 
and Yinson are getting set to open their 
new offices any day. The length of their 
stay with Loew will be determined by 
how soon it will take to have them re- 
placed 


The venture on which Reiners and Vin- 
son have virtually embarked is regarded 
as unique in the vaudeville sector of the 
show business. Not only will they handle 
acts and special attractions for ex- 
ploitation campaigns, but they are said 
to be equipped to take complete charge 
of the various details connected with 
the proper selling of a topline attraction 
Altho they will not at first concern 
themselves with booking, in their con- 
tracts with attractions they will be en- 
titled to exercise general supervision over 
booking details A large number of 
headline attractions have already signi- 
fied their intention to have the pat 
handle them exclusively No definite 
contract closings have been vet effected, 
this being held up by the time which 
must clapse before corporate papers are 
issued. Frances White has already been 
acquired for personal and exclusive rep

NEW YORK, May 6.—Paramount will 
soon be able to operate 20 talking pic- 
ture companies at onc time at the Holly- 
wood plant alone, while at Astoria, L. I., 
there are two separate sound channels, 
permitting of four companies if day and 
night production is to be the policy. 

The West Coast plant now has six 
sound channels, permitting 12 companies 
to work (six during the day and six at 
night). This is expected to be increased 
to 10 sound channels within a short 
time, thus making the Paramount studio 
one of the best equipped sound produc- 
ing plants in the world 

Five sound stages are now being used 
for day and night production and one 
other is being reconstructed for scoring 
pictures and adding sound effects. 

Seven silent stages, all of which have 
been used at night for sound pictures 
and four new sound stages, which were 
opened last week, are now occupied by 
productions and have assisted in speed- 
ing up production. 

There are 14 stages altogether in use 
now, and work is nicely ahead on the 
1929-"30 product, which is scheduled for 
release beginning August 1, the date on 
which Paramount starts its new season.

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Irene Lewisohn Praised 
For Musie-Drama Festival 


At the Manhattan Opera House, New 
york, for five consecutive nights, begin- 
ning Friday, April 26, two programs of 
symphonic music were presented by the 
Neighborhood Playhouse, under the per- 
sonal direction of Irene Lewisohn. The 
Cleveland Orchestra, led by Nikolai 
Sokoloff, furnished the complete scoring 
for the elaborate dances and pantomime 
work of a large company of dancers and 
actors. For the first three nights the 
prominent feature was Richard Strauss’ 
symphonic poem, Ein Heldenleben (A 
Hero’s Life), with Hubert Raidich as the 
hero. His supposed psychological and 
dramatic journey thru life, however, was 
excellently portrayed by Charles Weid- 
man, with the very capable assistance of 
Martha Graham as his companion and 
inspiration, despite the Adversaries, His 
Passing Loves, The Army and The Hosts. 
For these last mentioned and for other 
Hero Creations, others miming and danc- 
ing were Felicia Sorel, Doris Humphrey, 
Blanche Talmud, Ruth Florenz, Paul Du- 
Pont, Bat-Ami, Sophie Bernsohn, Ben- 
jamin Zemach, M. Senia Gluck, Ralph 
Roeder Perry Ivins, John Ralph Geddes, 
Richard Stuart, Charles Lasky, Ronny 
Johansson and Kitty Reese. Thru all 
the imaginary and chaotic difficulties of 
the hero’s life, the combined descriptive 
and visualized music led to the appro- 
priate Spiritual Release from the ma- 
terial, and, in the particularly beautiful 
final tableau scene and sufficient action, 
the hero is shown at the pinnacle, and, of 
course, it is shared with his companion 
and inspiration above those they have 
sumounted. At all times the costumes, 
scenery and lighting effects were superb 
and the work of all performers in careful 
accord with the music of the orchestra 
from the pit. Charles Griffes’ tone poem, 
The White Peacock, was another delight- 
ful bit by four of the ladies named above. 
Georges Enesco’s Roumanian Rhapsody 
No. 1 brought many of the same per- 
formers, also J. Blake Scott, Claire Lea 
and several extras, all in colorful native 
costumes, in lively description of folk 
scenes and dances. 

For the last two performances the 
other program was made up of Israel, 
from Ernest Bloch's Symphony of the 
Same name; De Bussy’s Nocturnes 
Nuages (Clouds) and Fetes, and for the 
finale Alexander Borodin's On the Steppes 
of Central Asia, and some Prince Igor 
dances by the same composer. In Israel 
the entire setting represented The Wail- 
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ing Wall in Jerusalem, before which were 
priest, pilgrims, the Shofar sounder, 
mourning women, men at prayer, etc., all 
swaying, moaning to the sepulchral mu- 
sic and beautiful light changes. Biblical 
symbolism to symphonic motifs—well 
done by performers and orchestra, but 
resulting in little enthusiasm even from 
the Jewish sections of the audience. In 
the DeBussy numbers, Charles Weidman 
and Martha Graham again were the out- 
standing principals. For the Borodin 
dances, practically all of the company 
joined in bringing the program to a 
stirring finish. At all performances both 
Irene Lewisohn and Sokoloff were re- 
peatedly brought out for curtain calls 
Irene Lewisohn, especially, deserves great 
credit for the finished work of all of 
those under her direction, for the beau- 
tiful costumes and scenic effects. Her 
work during rehearsals and all other de- 
tails must have been of mammoth pro- 
portions. The undertaking of the Neigh- 
borhood Playhouse deserved a more 
liberal patronage than was evident at 
these reviews. Probably the high prices 
were necessary on account of the great 
expense involved, including particularly 
that for the Cleveland Orchestra. If 
Sokoloff was necessary, surely a capable 
local orchestra could have supplied suf- 
ficiently amplifying accompaniment.

Treated as a theatrical spectacle this 
production of The Passion Play has its 
impressive moments Viewed in the 
light of a religious drama, which is its 
proper sphere, it is sadly wanting. Set 
amidst the natural beauty of Freiburg, 
Baden, where :t has been played by the 
residents of that town for some 700 years, 
it must be a glowing and inspiring ex- 
perience. Placed upon the huge stage of 
the gaudy and uninspiring Hippodrome, 
however, The Passion Play, whatever the 
intention of its sponsor, lacks reverence 
and, despite every effort to make it 
otherwise, takes on a homely hue of 
commercialism. 

There is no doubt that Morris 
Gest and David Belasco faced a Hercu- 
lean task in molding this spectacle to 
fit the limitations of a commercial the-

ater. They deserve great credit. In vast- 
ness, staging, lighting, costuming and 
other problems purely theatrical, this 


production meets the requirements. But 
the dominating note is lacking. There is 
a something that is lacking and that 


the material equipment of the theater, 
no matter how complete or how capably 
handled, cannot supply. This is a re- 
Jigious spectacle, out of place among the 
tinsel, lights and trappings of Broadway 
It transcends that. 

Despite the worthy intentions of the 
producer, the efforts of the director, the 
sincere and simple playing of the original 
Freidurg Players, one wishes that The 
Passion Play had never been brought 
among the artificiality that is Broadway 

As if in an effort to get around this 
very fact, Gest has changed his Hippo- 
drome as much as is possib'e. Strive 
as he might to give it a new face and 
thus provide a harmonious setting, the 
fact remains that the Hippodrome is the 
Hippodiome He has given the huge 
playhouse a Gothic interior, stained glass 
windows and chandeliers fill the theater 
and an odor of incense permeates the 
air. 

A huge orchestra presents the musical 
accompaniment and there is the Russian 
Choir to provide the chants and handle 
the vocal music. Some of the quiet, 
the simplicity and the religious fervor 
of the spectacle is lost by all this. The 
illusion, already partly shattered by the 
fact that the drama is spoken in Ger- 
man, is almost completely destroyed by 
these contributing factors. The players 
must shout their lines to rise above the 
music. 

The result is that tne production be- 
comes unusually slow and iar too la- 
bored. Artificiality and pure puppetry 
replaces natural ardor and simple faith. 
The drama, as it is spoken, is lost and 
The Passion Play becomes imressive only 
thru the effectiveness of some of its 
tableaux. Even some of these have been 
ruined by dragging in such obvious the- 
atrics as an electric-illuminated chalice, 
an electric cross and other similar de- 
vices that the good people of Freiburg 
do better without. 

The outstanding scenes are those 
showing Christ’s arrival at the temple, 
heralded by the singing of the crowds, 
the waving of the palms and the expert 
groupings of hundreds of players. Then 
there is a most impressive tableau of 
The Last Supper, based on the Da Vinci 
painting. A dramatic scene in which 
Pilot asks the crowd to choose between 
Christ and Barabas is also well depicted. 
From there on is the march with the 
cross, the nailing, the scene on the 
mount when the Savior is placed be- 
tween the two thieves, His death, the 
placing of the body in the sepulcher 
and, finally, the glorious resurrection. 


It is these dumb scenes that are far 
and away the best. As soon as the play- 
ers speak the true spell of The Passion 
Play is broken and an atmosphere of 
grease paint replaces that of incense. 
This is particularly true of Adolph Fass- 
nacht, as the Christus. Altho never at- 
taining any degree of actuality as the 
Savior, he comes nearest that point 
when silent. As soon as he begins speak- 
ing lines his portrayal of Christ becomes 
remote. 

The best characterization is done py 
Georg Fassnacht, as the betrayer Judas. 
Amalie Fassnacht and Elsa Fassnacht 
appear as Mary and Mary Magdalene, re- 
spectively. It must be noted that none 
of the members of this spectacle can be 
viewed thru the eyes of the theater. In- 
deed, they appear not as actors, but as 
parts of a religious demonstration in 
which they are moved by faith rather 
than by any intention: of using the 
drama as a vehicle for displaying their 
talen*s: Loth Mayring, Fritz Schoeller 
and Willie Ehrhardt impress with their 
portrayals. Princess Matchabelli delivers 
the prolog in English. 

As far as the production as a whole is 
concerned, Belasco has done a capable 
piece of direction. His group scenes are 
deftly moved and there is an easy flow 
about the movement that dominates the 
scenes. Considering the limited time in 
which he had to work, The Passion Play 
is greatly to his credit. 


The costuming also is effective. 
Orful and true, it is one of the best 
features of the production. The same 
cannot be said for the settings, which 
are considerably under th- standards 
generally to be found in Gest s offerings 
and they certainly are not up to the 
elaborate nature of the balance of the 
mountings Again, the lighting has not 
served to help matters. It is too bright, 
lacking the delicate shadings and sub- 
dued tones so essential to a play of this 
kind.

A rough and disjointed piece of hokum, 
Congratulations succeeds in being mildly 
amusing. That it makes any headway 
at all is largely due to the fact that the 
players lay the hckum on thicker than 
did the playwright, and while they are 
kidding the audience they are also do- 
ing likewise with themselves. The result 
is that everyone concerned has a royal 
good time, as such times go. 

Most cf the time this opus by Morgan 
Wallace, well known in stock circles, is 
rather crude stuff. It would defy classi- 
fication. An odd mixture of farce, bur- 
lesque, with a good dash of the Hoboken 
idea which calls for the audience joining 
the kidding, Congratulations jumps 
hither and thither without being one 
thing or another. 

Everything but the proverbial kitchen 
sink has been dragged in to put this one 
over, and with some degree of success. 
There is an obvious strain about it all, 
however, that cannot be escaped, and 
what the play lacks in finish and crafti- 
ness it makes up by rowdy and loose 
methcds. 

This one is based on an excellent idea, 
which is considerably. above the writing 
that has attempted to develop it. In- 
deed, the theme is so good that with the 
proper handling it could have made a 
rattling good farce without resorting to 
broad methods. 

It all concerns the actor-manager of a 
sMall Middle Western stock company that 
has been finding it hard going. Salaries 
have not been paid for weeks, and they 
are ready to call it quits most any 
minute. A local political boss gets the 
bright idea of running the actor-manager 
for Mayor. He assures him that his 
election is absolutely impossible, but the 
resultant publicity should bring the cash 
rolling in to the box office. After some 
hesitation the actor agrees. 

Business picks up. The house is 
packed at all performances and the mem- 
bers of the company all have become 
affluent. So far so good for the plans. 
As might be expected, however, things 
go awry, and before he knows it the 
citizens have elected him to the Mayor's 
office The balance of the play, which 
amounts to very little, is concerned with 
His Honor's appointments, most of which 
go to the members of the stock company. 
Then, of course, there is the usual love 
interest, which amounts to even less. 

Into this basically excellent and legiti- 
mate farcical idea has teen injected such 
obvious hokum as having the audience 
appear as the stock company patrons. 
This, of course, allows for making the 
auditorium serve for part of the action 
Inasmuch as this method has been worn 
to 2 frazzle here in the past few seasons 
it fails to carry much of a punch. Such 
stuff as having the candy butchers ped- 
dling their wares between the acts or of- 
fering photographs of the favorite play- 
ers, which is done in the smaller stock 
companies, has been dragged in to offer 
“color”. It is amusing for a few minutes, 
but -the fact remains that Congratula- 
tions is best when it sticks to its own 
side of the footlights 

The play is not of the type that is con- 
ducive to acting, as that word is gener- 
ally accepted. The members of the cast 
romp and shout thru the course of three 
acts, enjoying themselves to the limit, 
and all the time laying on the hokum 
with a care-free abandon.

ASBURY PARK, N. J.—The new con- 
vention hall theater, now under con- 
struction here, has been leased for 20 
years to Walter Reade, at a total rental 
of $1,100,000. Reade owns and operates 
five other theaters here. The lease, it 
was stated by Mayor Clarence E. F. Het- 
rick, covers more than half the cost of 
the entire convention hall theater group, 
estimated at %2,000.000. Reade must 
operate the theater on an all-year basis 
and will be required to put up a bond of 
$110,000 to insure carrying out the terms 
of the contract. This provides for the 
use of the theater auditorium and 
partial use of the foyer of the convention 
hall proper, The city is to provide the 
furniture, with the exception of the mo- 
tion- picture equipment. The lease also 
provides that Reade shall operate the 
theater as a high-class showhouse and 
for no other purpose; that he may as- 
sign the leas> subject to the approval! of 
the city, and the city agrees to refrain 
from leasing any other Boardwalk build- 
ing for commercial theater purpose dur- 
ing the lease. 


PHILADELPHIA—Arthur Judson, man- 
ager of the Philadelphia Orchestra, at 
the 25th annual meeting of the woman's 
committee for the orchestra, stated that 
the organization is constantly expanding 
and expenses mounting, and that the 
only way to continue successfully is to 
have a larger auditorium, preferably one 
of its own, with a seating capacity of at 
least 6,000.

He 
reported that the auditorium business in 
the first three months of this year was 
double that of the same period in 1928. 


MIAMI, Fla.—Appeai to the Supreme 
Court in Tallahassee for an injunction 
to prohibit the resale of the Coral Gables 
Coliseum has been made by Charles E. 
Davis, city attorney. The building, upon 
which the city of Coral Gables spent 
$279,750 in taking it over from the 
Miami Coliseum Corporation and com- 
pleting it, was sold March 4 by H. H. 
Eyles, general master, following fore- 
closure of a lien of $7,675.88, held by Fred 
J. Gallup, contractor. The sale price 
of iess than $7,000 was contested and 
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Judge Rose ordered resale. It is claimed 
that the city was not informed of the 
lien held by Gallup. 


LONG BEACH, Calif.—Plans have been 
drawn for the new Municipal Auditorium 
here, for which the voters appropriated 
$1,400,000 in a recent bond election. 


FLINT, Mich. — The Municipal His- 
torical Pageant will open the city’s 
stadium at Atwood Park in June. The 
historical resume will be under the di- 
rection of the park board and will por- 
tray the progress of Flint since the days 
when Saginaw street was an Indian trail 
and the city was a fork in the trail for 
fur trading with the Indians. The com- 
mittee has obtained the consent of many 
lineal descendants of Flint pioneers to 
take part in the opening of the city’s 
first municipal] stadium in the park on 
West Third avenue with its concrete 
stands accommodating more than 12,000 
persons. The exact date for the pageant 
will be determined in the next week and 
according to the present plans will be 
held early in June. 


REDLANDS, Calif—Plans for a beauti- 
ful shell and stage, with an outdoor or- 
gan, Nave been presented to the City 
Council by Benjamin J. Bloser, architect, 
whose design would take the place of the 
one now standing at the amphitheater. 
The City Council has long cherished plans 
for outdoor stage productions and an or- 
gan. A bond issue may be sought to in- 
clude this and other improvements. The 
organ would he used in the series of sum- 
mer concerts given by the Community 
Music Association. 


DETROIT, Mich.—Construction of a 
new building to serve as the Elks’ Temple 
for Detroit Lodge No. 34, was announced 
Aprii 24 at a total cost of around 
$2,000,000. The building, according to 
plans, will include an auditorium seat- 
ing 3,000, a swimming pool and other 
recreational facilities. The building wil! 
be constructed on the Detroit River, in 
the eastern part of the city. 


CLEVELAND—Rapid progress toward 
construction of the $1,000,000 hall for 
the endowed Cleveland orchestra is being 
made. The services of Walker & Weeks, 
as architects, assisted by Abram Gar- 
field and Walter R. McCormack, as con- 
sultants, have been secured. The 
structure will be located in University 
Circle. Every effort will be made to have 
the hall complete and ready for use not 
later than October, 1930. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y—Mayor Hanna has 
advised Aronson & List, Inc., to go 
ahead and build the convention hall 
they have proposed. The present city 
administration will not interfere with 
them, but the mayor sdid he could not 
enter into an agreement binding future 
administrations. Recently Jacob S. List, 
of the firm, appeared before Mayor Han- 
na’s advisory committee and outlined a 
program to build a $1,000,000 convention 
hall in the block bounded by E. Fayette, 
Townsend, E. Washington and S. McBride 
streets. He told the committee he was 
ready to go ahead with a private venture, 
if assured the city would not build an 
auditorium that would compete with his. 
He said he had options on most of the 
land and would be able to finance his 
program with the aid of New York 
finance houses. He asked that the city 
give him definite assurances that a 
municipal auditorium would not be 
built. Mayor Hanna said today that he 
did not think such assurances should be 
necessary. “If Mr. List should go ahead 
and build a convention hall there will 
be no need for the city to build one,” 
Mayor Hanna said today. “I cannot 
imagine any city administration going 
out and spending a couple of millions of 
dollars for something that is not needed.”

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“Clothes and makeup for the stage 
should be considered, not from a personal 
angle, but from the viewpoint of the 
character you are playing,” Katharine 
Cornell, who is one of the most individual 
and charming of actresses, advises. “In 
The Letter, for instance, I projected my- 
self into the character of the woman, who, 
living in Singapore, was naturally not 
abreast of the times so far as fashions 
were concerned. She would wear things 
that she’d made herself, perhaps, copies 
of things she’d seen in weeks-old news- 


papers. In The Green Hat I chose smart 
things—things that were individually 
smart from Iris March's point of view— 
things not of the ‘band-box’ type, but 
just smart—and because Iris March 
would like them. I love the clothes in 
Age of Innocence, There is a glamour 
about them—romance. And I approve of 
long skirts. They're so graceful. And 
really, you know, there's nothing so 
ugly as having the back of ohe’s knee 
showing! 

“You know, 
When you've studi2d the part you are to 
play, and it’s clear to you, then just be 
honest with yourself and carry out your 
ideas in the best way you can. As for 
makeup, I do feel that the less you 
use, the better. You know the structure, 
the bones, the contour, the character of 
your face, are so vital, so important— 
why cover them with a lot of unnecessary 
makeup. Of course, here again, yov must 
consider the character. Naturally, a cer- 
tain amount of exaggeration is necessary 
on the stage—a line, a shadow, a color, a 
fabric often chosen for their effect on the 
stage—whereas, under ordinary circum- 
stances, they might prove bizarre or even 
grotesque.” 


For herself, Miss Cornell runs to the 
neutral shades—the tans and browns— 
wearing little color. I have never seen 
her with a “speck” of jewelry—and al- 
ways with the simplest of clothes, no 
rouge, and the charming coiffure—the 
sleek black hair parted in the center and 
brought to a knob at the nape of the 
neck. Katharine Cornell is one of those 
outstanding individuals, whose simplicity 
of her costumes only tends to enhance 
the arresting quality of her face.

changed in the short space of six days 
from a theater into a vast cathedral. 
Columns and artificial stonework, made 
of a fiber composition, were built up 
around the proscenium, and from the 
audience this gives the effect of looking 
down to the nave of some great church; 
even back along the side walls and back 
of the boxes the same stone effect has 
been carried out, and the exit doors have 
been covered and painted to represent 
heavy oak portals with immense 
wrought-iron hinges. On the ceiling, 
directly above the proscenium, are three 
large mural paintings showing the 
Shepherd tending a flock of sheep on 
the hills of Jerusalem, and there are 
similar murals on the side walls. The 
circular dome of the theater, in which 
there are hundreds of electric lights, 
has been covered with a painted cloth to 
give the effect of a leaded glass window. 
The stage apron has been extended on 
both sides, so that the action of the 
play can go on during scene changes on 
the main stage. The transformation of 
the theater into a church has been car- 
ried out even to the box-office lobby, 
which also is made to look as tho built 
entirely of stone, and where the entrance 
doors have been painted in an excellent 
imitation of leaded glass The settings 
and decorations were designed by Kurd 
Albrecht and Irving Eastman. The scenic 
artists who worked on the job were from 
the France, Reisig, New York and East- 
man studios.

Later Mr. Hopkins received a telegram, 
notifying him that unless he sent an 
additional 830 it would be impossible for 
Mr. Martin to join him. How true this 
was is evident from the fact that the 
money was not sent and Mr. Martin did 
not join 

Mr. Hopkins laid the matter before 
Equity, which, on investigation, found 
that Al Martin was the owner of a four- 
year-old honorable withdrawal card from 
the association. 

Equity does not feel that it is re-

A ‘TORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION 


Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
is playing almost a lone game in his 
attempt to build up the American thea- 
ter, Time after time he has been 
thwarted by those whose only interest is 
limited by the personal or monetary 
gain they may get from it. The man- 
agers, for whom a more stable theater 
meats most, will do nothing. Governed 
by petty jealousies, childish grievances 
and a sense of mistrust, they cannot see 


beyond the confines of their own offices. 
The theater itself, which is far greater 
than any individual or any one or- 


ganivation in it, means nothing to them. 

They talk much, these managers. 
Every week one of them announces 
some plan that would aid the theater 
IF some one would try it. Do any of 
them ever experiment? No. Their 
activity in the interest of a greater 
American theater never gets beyond the 
talking stage and, indeed, they are only 
interested in doing that as long as the 
newspapers will give space to their hol- 
low and insincere utterances. 

It is about time that the managers, 
the dramatists and the other leading 
factions of the theater, showed a will- 
Ngness to give Equity a hand. It is 
only thru trusting co-operation that the 
legitimate stage can regain its former 
dlace of glory. Equity and the officials

of that organization have shown that. 
They are attempting to do for the other 
organizations what those groups will not 
do for themselves. 

Equity alone sees the unsound 
economic structure of the American 
theater. It is willing to go more than 
half way in strengthening it. All the 
others have to do is show some slight 
interest. 

RESENTATIONS loomed big a 

few years ago and threatened to kill 

off vaudeville of which it was an 
outgrowth. Now talking pictures are on 
the horizon with golden opportunities 
and as dangerously threaten the field 
of stage acts in picture houses. 

Two-reel comedies of late years had 
been slipping badly and theaters were 
outlawing them, turning, as it happened, 
to presentations. Stage shows made up 
nicely for the deficit of short product 
and helped to stimulate further interest 
in picture theaters, with features them- 
selves beginning to weaken in drawing 
power. 

Publix was formed and other chains 
went in heavily for stage shows, build- 
ing up routes that promised to double 
within the past year. Instead these 
routes have now lessened a bit, and 


Ber theaters, finding two-reel talkies and 


canned acts a good substitute for the 
old two-reel comedies that were dropped, 
are using them instead of stage acts in 
a number of instances. 

Big de luxe houses are not planning 
to cut out presentation shows, but the 
spread of the stage-act idea in picture 
houses is likely to be negligible as a re- 
sult of talkies. 

The talkies are affecting vaudeville 
houses, too, any number having gone in 
for all-talkie programs sans pit orches- 
tras, 

It is now up to the public to decide 
whether it wants all-talkie programs or 
whether acts—vaudeville or presenta< 
tions—are missed.. Time will tell. 


UNDREDS of amusement parks 
H within the next few weeks will 
have thrown open their gates for 
the 1929 season with the hopes of »the 
operators running high, but in many in- 
stances forgetful of past seasons. 
There is every indication that 1929 
will be what park men are always pleased 
to style a “big season”. But the men 
who operate these great centers of out- 


door amusement must do their parts in 
making it so, and to establish their busi- 
ness on firmer foundations they should 
be clearsighted enough to build and 
strengthen for the seasons to come. 

Many have forgotten little things in 
other years that may have given their 
parks a “black eye”. They may be 
laboring under the belief that the public 
soon forgets and that little instances 7f 
bad judgment will be among the for- 
gotten things and that the patron will 
be back and spending his cash just the 
same, 

But the public does not forget as 
easily as may be imagined, and also an 
accumulation of little mistakes or 
errors in judgment may in time put the 
park in the list of forgotten things. 

The park with the brilliant lights. and 
the bright paint and the great collection 
of attractions can as easily go down hill 
as any other if the public is not treated 
fairly. 

Courteous attendants, absence of grift, 
a square deal for everybody, clean at- 
tractions and efforts to make friends 
with the youngsters and their mothers 
or the person who accompanies them 
on the visit to the amusement center are 
just a few of the little things that are 
not forgotten by the public and which 
tend to make the park successful. 


AUDEVILLE HAS MADE some 

vigorous strides from every angle 

this season to regain a major part 
of its former prestige and status. It 
appears that all of this progressive work 
will be undone should further en- 
couragement be given the sponsors of 
the so-called hybrid units, which have 
sprung into vogue in the last several 
months. They go under the trade 
monicker of units, but they are most 
assuredly removed from this classifica- 
tion.

and small top hat. 

Since that time she has been a noted 
child actress with Percy Hutchinson and 
the late Leonard Rayne. She toured 
India with the Bannerman Comedy Com- 
pany as leading lady in Irene, A/gar, The 
Belle of New York, etc. While still in 
South Africa Miss Riccardo was engaged 
by the African Theaters, Ltd., to play 
leads in its musical comedy productions 
She played in La Poupee when only a 
kiddie of 14, and later on, while playing 
the title role in Cinderella, Iris Hoey, 
who happened to be in front, sent Miss 
Riccardo a silver slipper inscribed ‘From 
One Cinderella to Another.” 

She made her first Australian appear-

Christy Bros.’ Shows 


The trip of the Christy Shows across 
the desert to California, over the South- 
ern Pacific, was without incident. The 
show has been in the copper district of 
Arizona and business has been remark- 
able. In some towns it was the first 
show since Norris & Rowe made this 
territory. 

Clifton, Ariz., was the first of the 
copper towns up a branch line. It was 
the first show in 18 years and business 
was immense. The officials of the smelter 
purchased 500 tickets and distributed 
them among the employees. There was 
a long run over the mountains to Globe, 
another town, that had been let alone, 
and, altho the show train did not arrive 


till 12:30, and there was no parade, there 
was a jam at the 4 o’clock matince and 
a record business at night Carl P. 
Schuyler, of the 101 Ranch, was on hand, 
and also the family of Lee Brandon, the 
show's contracting agent. 


Safford is a Mormon town, and busi- 
ness fell off here a little. Lot was in the 
heart of the town. Several members of 
the Robinson, Brosk, Tom Atkinson Show 
were On hand at the matinee, including 
Prof. S. P. Bowman, who has just re- 
turned from a world tour with his magic 
show, and Fred Guthrie. It was a big 
day at Tucson, despite the fact that it has 
the name of being a poor show town. 
Lot was right in the city. Big matinee 
and night house. Bob Whittaker, a former 
Ringling show rider, was at the matinee, 
as was Donald McCracken, a brother of 
the well-Known Sam. Donald is in the 
ice cream business at Tucson. 


Mesa was only fair. Yuma was big at 
both shows. Fred Leslie, clown, who has 
been in the city for several months, just 
missed the show. He is now at the Elks’ 
home in Bedford, Va., having been sent 
there by the local Elks’ lodge. The first 
stand in California was Brawley. There 
was an early arrival from Yuma, and 
good business at both shows.

H.-W. Road Tour 
Opens at Camden 


CAMDEN, N. J., May 4.—Arriving on 
the Haddon avenue lot several hours 
late on the jump from Montreal, Can., 
the H.-W. Show on Monday gave two 
performances and inaugurated its 1929 
season under canvas. The two previous 
engagements, Cleveland and Montreal, 
had been indoors, and the added handi- 
cap of handling the big top for the 
first time was overcome in a remarkable 
fashion. The program has been extend- 
ed and elaborated in many respects and 
develops a fine sense of balance. Espe- 
cially in the arrangement of features are 
the smooth running sequences most no- 
ticeable. 


A number which won extended lauda- 
tory comment from the audiences and in 
the Camden press is the opening spec- 
tacle, The Geisha. This is staged as the 
finale of the grand entry and brings an 
array of commendable coloring into the 
three rings. To top this are the singing 
and dancing ensembles which form a 
part, a capable group of singers occupy- 
ing the center ring, while in this and 
the two other rings are dancers of no 
mean ability. The musical accompani- 
ment, which mingles the classics with 
many of the more popular numbers, is 
under the skilled direction of Edward 
Woeckener. 

Of the featured acts, that of Clyde 
Beatty and his trained animals caught 
the approval of the crowd in emphatic 


manner. His handling of more than a 
score of lions, bears, tigers and other 
animals in one arena at one time 


brought an ovation. Other features 
which scored included the delightfully 
staged act of Irma Ward on the rings, 
the riding of the Hodgini Troupe and 
the Hobsons; the acrobatic work of the 
Briers, an act new to American circuses. 


There is considerable originality dis- 
played by clown alley in the numbers 
staged, while many of the old sure-fire 
numbers are retained. Among those 
contributing were Earl Shipley, Tom 
Plank, Fred DeMarrs, Roy McDonald, 
Dick Pinkney, Joe Short, Joe Wilde, 
Doodles DeMarrs, Glenn Kinko, Lawrence 
Smalley, three Potter Brothers, Walter 
Wellington, Billy Scott, Dinkey Moore 
and Cook and Wiswell with the flivver 
specialty. 


The program in detail follows: 


Display 1—Grand entry and spectacle 
Geisha. 

Display 2—Roy Rush and Bob Norton 
started things with their football horses. 
The clowns also made merry in this 
initial interlude. 

Display 3—John Helliott and his wild 
animals in the arena, with Gretchen 
Mason working ponies and dogs in one 
ring and Mary Norton with a similar 
troupe in the other ring. 

Display 4—A well-conceived nonsense 
with the Pete Mardo Trio in knock- 
about comedy and the Al Fonzal Trio in 
their antics, while the Harddigs added 
decorations with their hat juggling on 
the hippodrome track. 

Display 5—Initial appearance of the 
Ward Sisters, exceptionally graceful on 
the ladders. 

Display 6—As neat a riding act as can 
be found in the Hodgini family and 
the work of the Famous Hobsons. Their 
routine is varied and goes over with a 
snap. 

Display 7—Alice, the five-ton hippo., 
and her baby in their march around 
the hippodrome track. 

Display 8—Clyde Beatty in his animal 
act, a feature that ranks with the finest 
there is 

Display 9—The usual routine elephant 
and pony act with all the standard 
trimmings. They are worked by Misses 
Miller and Gardner. The second grand 
rush of the clowns added zest to this 
number. 

Display 10—Earl West and his troupe 
of riders have a brief introduction here, 
a bally for the concert. 

Display 11—Irma Ward filled this spot 
and carried the whole show with her 

Display 12—A _ graceful display of 
Arabian stallions in two rings under 
Alan Hauser and Bob Norton, with Aus- 
tin King working the zebras in the cen- 
ter ring. Well-done routine 

Display 13—The clown band makes 
merry while the usual aerial butterfly 
numbers are given by three groups, the 
Eliet Sisters, the Ward Sisters and the 
Dornalla Sisters. 

Display 14—Quite the best with the

elephants in a series of original turns 
and retaining mgst of the usual fa- 
vorites. In three rings, under direction 
of Ray Baily, Cheerful Gardner and Mary 
Gardner. 


Display 15—Greyhounds, dogs, ponies 
and monkeys give a fast performance in 
three rings. Roy Rush, Miss Rush and 
Miss Norton are the trainers and keep 
their charges well in hand. 

Display 16—The Hodginis are again the 
center of attraction for their part in the 
“Night in Indian Camp” riding specialty. 
This is followed by Cook and Wiswell in 
their Ford act, which hit the high-water 
mark in fun. 


Display 20—The Brier Troupe occupied 
the center ring with special bally and 
lived up to the claims set for them. 
Their teeter-board work is thrilling and 
won a big hand. With them in the side 
rings were the Matsomote troupes of 
acrobats and balancers. 


Display 21—Opening with the time- 
honored firemen bit by the clowns, this 
closed with a graceful exhibition of 
trained horses, including dancing, fancy 
stepping and general work. It isa 
spirited number and the best of its type 
of the afternoon. 


Display 22—The Flying Wards in their 
aerial work filled this spot, after the 
farewell procession of the clowns. The 
acrobatic bits were in good taste and 
new novelties are introduced. 


Display 23—A replica of the fox hunt, 
with horses, dogs and fox. 


Display 24—The hippodrome races 
from chariots to jockeys, all handled 
rapidly and turning the whole perform- 
ance to a quick and snappy end. 

The side show, under the direction of 
P. J. Staunton, made its initial showing 
of the season here. During the indoor 
engagements of the circus the side show 
was not in operation. Big business 
marked the first stand. Fred (Doc) 
Campbell is the inside lecturer with a 
knack of moving everything rapidly from 
platform to platform. The attractions 
include D. C. Officer’s band and min- 
strels; Hamilton Troupe, Scotch special- 
ties; Harry Griswold, Punch and magic; 
Lady Ruth Evans, midget; Laurie John- 
son, sword swallower; Kline family, 
Charles, Beatrice and Betty Kane, Al- 
binos; Jolly Mazie and Jolly Annette, 
acrobatic fat girls; Jack Bell, comedy 
juggling; Four Abyssinian Pigmies; Sig. 
Arcaris, impalement act; Mme. Virginia, 
mindreacing: Ward Hallings, tattooed 
man, and the Kalama Troupe, Hawaiian 
musicians and dancers. 


J. H. MURRAY, who was injured 
March 3 when one of his jumping horses 
fell with him, fracturing his spine, has 
left the Lakeview Hospital, Danville, Ill., 
but will have to remain in bed at home 
for several more weeks.

back and six on the advance. There 
are about 30 living cars in the caravan. 
The ring stock consists of 21 head, both 
ponies and horses, monkeys and one 
elephant. This show does not parade. 
Band concerts are given down town and 
a calliope is used for ballying in lieu 
thereof. 

The Hunt Family includes versatile 
circus people. In the past year death has 
removed Jchn Hunt, 78, who was a fa- 
miliar figure in the ticket wagon for 
years. He was the father of Charles T. 
Mrs. Jane Hunt, his widow, 74, is the 
eternal flapper, who has charge of the 
front door. Charles T. has three sons 
and one daughter. The daughter, Mrs. 
Charlotte Le Vine, is with the Silvan- 
Drew Circus. The three sons are follow- 
ing in the footsteps of their accom- 
plished dad. Harry is general utility 
man. Charles is gymnast, aerialist, bare- 
back rider and legal adjuster. Edward 
is playing the trap drums in the circus 
band. In fact, the entire Hunt Family 
can double in brass if necessary. Three 
years ago Charles T. abandoned work on 
the trapeze and slack wire, due to the 
demand made upon his time. 

Bob Mills’ band, second season with 
the show, is furnishing plenty of har- 
mony with the following personnel: H.

Freeman's colored band and minstrels 
are joining. 

Mrs. Charles T Hunt has the candy 
stands with two butchers; William Rich- 
ards, the novelty stands; William Brins- 
field, lunch stands. Johnny Cellen is 
boss property man, with four assistants. 

The big top accommodates about 
1200 with eight_lengths of seven tiers of 
reserves and 14 lengths of blues. Ad- 
mission 50 cents and reserves 25 cents. 
Charles Pease (Band Wagon Fat) is chief 
steward of the cookhouse, with four as- 
sistants.

Lasting Circus Friendships

During 1928 the mame of Annie Car- 
roll was added to the list of gone, but 
not forgotten, famous equestriennes of 
by-gone circus seasons. Miss Carroll was 
an important member of the group of 
riders who were featured on the program 
of the Barnum’ & Bailey Show for a 
number of years prior to their five-year 
European tour. In 1899 while riding 
with a smaller show she was injured in 
a fall from her horse which caused her 
to abandon riding. Later she en- 
deavored to earn support for herself and 
daughter in other departments of circus 
work, but eventually she became an in- 
valid. Her daughter died after a long 
period of sickness. This combination of 
misfortunes led to Annie Carroll finding 
herself in destitute circumstances in 
Chicago in 1926. 


Then came the blessing of a true and 
lasting friendship. Some 30 years earlier, 
in meeting accidentally, Annie Carroll 
and Mrs. Sylvester Bean took a mutual 
interest tn each other. It crew into a 
warm friendship, which was kept alive 
by correspondence. In the meantime 
Mrs. Bean became head nurse and man- 
ager of Richfield General Hospital at 
Richfield, Utah. When she learned of 
Miss Carroll's illness and need of help 
she furnished the funds for transporta- 
tion; had her moved from Chicago to 


Richfield. There she was taken into 
Mrs. Bean’s home, given every comfort, 
care, attention and companionship that 
a sister could have been given. That 
devotion and sisterly care of Annie Car- 
roll continued until late in 1928 when 
finally high blood pressure and cerebral 
hemorrhage brought the end 

A lot in the Richland Cemetery, all 
funeral expenses and marking of the 
final resting place of this one time noted 
circus rider was furnished by Mrs. Bean. 
The lasting love and friendship of this 
good woman did not end with the death 
of her circus friend. At daybreak on 
Easter Sunday morning Mrs. Bean stole 
away from her hospital duties for a few 
minutes at the grave of her friend in 
the Richfield Cemetery. There she de- 
posited the fresh Easter flowers“as a 
silent token of that lasting friendship. 
The circus fraternity, the circus “fan”, 
showfolks generally, and all mankind 
should keep in mind such outstanding 
acts of Golden Rule religion 

Richfield, Utah, is a county seat at 
the end of a 100-mile railroad branch: 
one of those isolated towns where a cir- 
cus once in a decade is an wnexpected 
event. If one of the present-day mo- 
torized circuses Includes Richfield in its 
itinerary it will find at least one true 
blue circus “fan” in Mrs. Sylvester 
Bean.

A NEW roller-skating rink, about 150 
feet by 50 feet, and a dance hal! of simi- 
lar size will be constructed at Muskegon, 
Micnh., in the near future, according to 
announcement of Rilia McLain, of De- 
troit, of the Eastvood Roller Rink Com- 
pany, owners of the rink at Eastwood 
Park, Detroit.

Ina mile race, Frankie 
Kloppe, of Reading, world’s amateur 
champion; Paul Rick and Warren Rohr- 
bach, fast Reading amateurs, competed 
for the track record of the rink formerly 
held by Pat Gallagher, of York. Klopp 
won in 2:55, breaking Gallagher’s record 
by 11 seconds. Two Reading skaters, 
Malcolm Carey and George Seager, pitted 
their skill against the combined efforts 
of four local speedsters, Pat Gallagher, 
Paul Myers, Alfred Erney and George 
Miller, in a two-mile race. This was won 
by Carey and Seager in 5:53. A one- 
mile handicap was made up of four 
Reading skaters and three local men. 
Despite their handicap the Reading boys 
were able to lap the home boys and the 
race was won by Petrican, who is a pow- 
erful sprinter. Time, 3:01. Ellen Wil- 
liams and Henrietta Stamburg, of York, 
next competed in a half-mile event. Miss 
Williams won the race. Time, 1:33. A 
novelty one-mile race between Pete Fig- 
dore, atop an old-fashioned high-wheeled 
bicycle, and Boots Kohler, fast York skat- 
er, who was unable to overtake his bi- 
cycle opponent. Tom Sharkey, York 
baseball club trainer, was starter; J. W. 
Richby, timer; J. H. Schmuck, owner of 
the York baseball club; E. M. Mooar, of 
Cincinnati, and Fred Murrie, manager 
of the Gettysburg rink, acted as judges, 
and Bud Williams served as announcer. 
Bleachers had to be erected at both ends 
of the large arena to accommodate the 
crowd. In a one-mile skate-boy race, 
Louis Becktel defeated two other boys 
Saturday evening. Time, 3:30. In the sec- 
ond event, a ladies’ half-mile race, Miss 
Williams won the contest over two girl op- 
ponents. Time, 1:51. Louis Houseman 
again demonstrated his superiority over 
his persistent challenger, Kenneth 
Shine. Time, for half mile, 1:3814. The 
third event, a half-mile dash between 
Pat Gallagher, York, and Tom Tiehl, of 
Reading, resulted in a deadlock. Time, 
1:32. Tiehl and Gallagher will clash 
again soon. Three miles in eight min- 
utes and 5814 seconds was the speed 
registered in the fourth event by 
Frankie Klopp and George Seager, Read- 
ing, and Malcolm Carey. Warren Rohr- 
bach finished second with Paul Rick and 
Mike Petrican getting the show money 
The one-mile event nearly precipitated 
a riot. In this race, Pat Gallagher, York, 
Pa., and {Tom Tiehl, Reading, again 
clashed, with several other Reading skat- 
ers.
